Large  suoolies  of  Japanese  oranges  have  recently  been 
received  in  C^n^.da,  according  to  Consul  ?.  3.  S.  Johnson  at  Kings- 
ton, Ontario.    These  oranges  are  brought  "by  stealers  to  Vancouver 
and  are  distributed  in  carload  lots  to  different  joints  in  Canada. 
Consul  Johnson  states  that  three  carloads  of  these  oranges  arrived 
in  Ontario  during  the  neck  ended  December  11  and  constituted  the 
first  shipment  ef  any  size  to  be  received  east  of  Fort  William. 

The  Japanese  orange  corresponds  to  What  is  known  in  the 

United  States  as  the  tangerine,  states  Consul  Johnson.     The  fruit 

is  small  in  size,  s^eet  md  almost  seedless.  A  case  of  this  fruit 
holding  80  or  more  oranges  sells  for  $2.00  to  S2.25. 
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
